The reason for this is, pe 
haps, thatthe land has been worked so 
long without being fertilized that it has 
become poor, or it may be that those 
into whose ion it has passed 
lacked the energy and skill which are 
required to make it pay under the present 
system of labor. + 

One of these famous old places, in Lib- 
erty county, Ga., was lately sold to a 
colored man for $2,500, only part of the 
arg price being required at once. 

t is knowo as Laurel View, and is with- 
} in two miles of the historic town of Sun- 
og It was oncethe home of the igift- 
ed John Elliott, and a very beautiful 
home it was. John Elliott once repre- 
sented Georgia in the United states Sen- 
ate in 1820 to 1826. The plantation con- 
tains 2,800 acres. It was purchased 
during the War of Secession by Linton 
Stephens, and was sold to the present 
éwner by his heirs. 

_ The district in which the ‘plantation is 
situated was noted from the first settle- 
ment of the State until the emancipation 
of the slaves for the intelligence and 
wealth of its citizens. It is now, how- 
ever, almost wholly abandoned to the 
colored people. Its great plantations 
have been divided into small farms, and 
the superb mansions, once the homes of 
men noted for wealth and culture, and 
of women famous for beauty and refine- 
ment, are falling into decay, and are being 
replaced by cabins and huts, whose 
chimneys of sticks and mud tell more 
plainly than words the marvellous 
change for worse which has taken place 
in the once rich and prosperous district.

AFTER TERRY'S PLAOR. 


His Reported KRetirement Causes 
a Great Scramble Among the 
Vets. 

WasHineTon, March 31, -- Major 
General Aifred H. Terry has written a 
personal letter to the Secretary ot War, 
saying that he is in bad health and re- 
questing to be ordered before the 
Army Relieving Board, It is known 


that General Terry has been unwell 
for some time, and has been contem- 
plating making this request. He is 
now in command of the Division of 
the Missouri, with headquarters in 
Chicago. The retirement of General 
Terry will reopén the old fight for ad- 
vancement, both among the Briga- 
diers for the Major Generalship, and 
among Colonels for promotion to the 
Brigadier Generalship. The contest 
for Terry’s position will be practically 
narrowed down to Generals Crook 
and Miles. General Crook is senior 
Brigadier, and is now in command of 
the Department otf the Platte, with 
headquarters at Omahs. CGeneral 
Miles is in command ot the Depart- 
ment of Arizona. The friends of Gen- 
eral Crook wil urge his claims on the 
strong ground of seniority and long 
and efficient sarvice. The friends of 
General Miles claim for him the honor 
of the. successiul termination of the 
Geronim» campa.jo, where General 
Crook failed. 


THE MINING HORROR. 


Rescuing the Victims. of the Ex- 
pieosion—Bodies Kecvuvered, 


Sr. Louis, March 31.—Advices from 
Rich Hill, Missouri, the scene of the 
terrible explosion yesterday, state: 
Atll o’clock last night forty bodies 
had been taken out, and many others 
remained unaccounted for. The vil- 
jage was cowpletely paralyzed by the 
catastrophe, which is the worstin the 


history of Missouricoal miaing, and 
the scenes around the shaft are indeed 
sad. The bodies recovered were 
cearly all frightfully mutilated and 
plainly showed the force of the explo- 
siou. Ali possible haste is being made 
in the work of recovering the nodies, 
but it is very difficult, owing to the 
grvai amount of gas in the mine. 


NOT SO BAD AS REPORTED. 


Rica Hin, March 31.—Only thirty- 
five men were in the shaft when the 
explosion occurred yesterday. Thus 
far five have been taken out dead and 
fifteen alive. Most of the latter have 
suffered intensely from fire and sutfo- 
cation, and their recovery is very 
doubtful. Fifteen now remain in the 
mine, and it is believed most of them 
wi:l be taken out dead. ‘the work of 
rescue —— very slowly, being 
attended with great danger. 


King Joha Wants Peace. 
Rome, March 30th.—King John of 
Abyssinia has proposed terms of peace 
to General San Marsano, commander- 
in-chief of the Italian forces in Abys- 


sinia, and General San Marsano has 
communicated the proposal to his 
government. 
STARVED INTO SUBMISSION. 

Roms, March 30.—It was officially 
announced last night that an Abys- 
sinian officer applied at the Italian 
outpests for permission to speak with 
General San Marsano. The officer de- 
livered a letter from King Jobn, asking 
for peace. The government has in- 
structed General San Marsano to 
facilitate a settlement. The overtures 
made by King John are said to be ina 
measure due to a great scarcity of pro- 
visions among his peopie.

Washoe and Franktown, 1; Verdi, 
1; Browns, 1; Glendale, 1; Duck 
Flat, Pyramid, Salt Marsh and 
Peavine, 1; total, 15, Subsequently, 
on motion of J, F. Alexander, ee 
apportionment of delegates, as it 
obtained in the last County Con- 
vention, was doubled in each case, 

Oo motion, it was ordered that 
the delegates be elected by a gen- 
eral vote of Republicans through- 
out the country. 

On motion it was ordered that 
members of the Committee select 
the polling places and tue names of 
officers of election in their, several 
districts, and report the same to the 
Secretary, be to make prociamation 
in accordance with their recom- 
mendations. On motion of Mr. 
Alexander it was ordered to hold 
the election of delegates to the 
County Convention at the places 
selected, etc. 

The selection of the day for hold- 
ing the County Convention pro- 
voked a great deal of discussion. 
Alexander named the first Monday 
in October as the day; Reff sug- 
gested the 3d ~y of May; John 
Fulton (representing R. L. Fulton) 
expressed a preference for the 25th 
day of May.

EASTERN NEVADA. 
“American” Discusses Hop Cul- 
ture and Railroad Matters. 

Regular Correspondence GaZetrTeE. | 
ExLKo, March 28, 1888, 
EpiTror GAZETTE—I understand 
from reliable authority that letters 
of inquiry have been recently re- 
ceived from certain parties in 
Chicago in relation to the extent 
and character of our agricultural 
lands; also, as to the amount of 
land that can be secured con- 
venlently located along the line of 
the Central Pacific railroad ia close 
proximity to some living stream of 


water that can be used for irri-|, 


gating purposes. The parties in 


question are Germans who have}, 


had large experiencé.as hop-raisers 
and are desirous of securing a suffi- 
cient quantity of land suitable for 
the culture of hops on an extended 
scale. They are inclined to locate 
in Nevada, baving learned of the 
dryness of our climate during the 
growing season of the year, which 


is claimed to be most favorable to 
the cultivation of this valuable 
pemy or berb. I understand that 

ops raised in this State or Cal- 
ifornia are worth from 8 to 10 per 
cent. more than eastern hops, from 
the fact that the summer showers 
in the east wash off a great deal of 
the gummy matter from the bloom 
which is the most valuable prop- 
erty in the hop, giving it greater 
strength and weight to the same 
given amount of hops. The hops 
raised in Nevada retain this needed 
thereby making two 
pounds of Nevada hops worth three 
of eastern bops for brewing or any 
other purpose. It is therefore tu 
be hoped that our citizens will ex- 
teud all the information and aid 
possible to this class of valuable 
citizens. The successful introduc- 
tion of this new source of wealth 
will add much to the growing pros- 

rity of this fast developing State. 

hus we see from day to day the 
opening up of new avenues of in- 
dustry and channels of commercial 
activity and prosperity that never 
were anticipated- by the early 
pioneers of tnis once supposed to be 
(by early geographers) adry, dreary 
desert desolate waste that would 
never be inhabited by man, but 
the last twenty years bave worked 
wonders and revolutionized theories 
and upset pre-conceived opinions as 
to the fertility of tbe soiland mubn- 
eral wealth of this State, now de- 
veloping under the united band of 
science and well directed applica- 
tion of common sense and experi- 
ence. 

RAILROAD MATTERS. 


The large number of strikes that 
have been made during the past 
winter along the whole line of the 
Tuscarora mines, many of which 
are not only rich but the develop- 
ments indicate large quantities and 
permanency. This fact has created 
quite a demand for mines and 
caused special activity in all other 
kinds of business that are germain 
to the mining industry. The ques- 
tion of transportation of mining 
supplies is now an important mit- 
ter and cuts quite an important fig- 
ure in the expense account of the 
mines. In view of the low ruling 
rates of silver in the London and 
New York markets the strictest 
economy is regained—hence many 
of our go-aheadative minveis, min- 
ing operators and business men are 
discussing in a quiet way the feasi- 
bility and propriety of building a 
narrow gauge railroad between 
Eiko and Tuscarora, providing al- 
ways tbat the mining outlook at 
Tuscarora and vicinity continues 
as favorable and looks as péfma- 
neut as it does at present. A road 
can be built from here to Tuscarora 
without encountering any engi- 
neering obstacles or difficulties by 
pa-sibg over the summit at or near 
the Adobe station, thence to Tus- 
carora by the most favorable route, 
leaving Lone mountaia to the 
north of the proposed line of the 
road. By this route the distance 
will not be over forty-four miles. 
This line of road was once viewed 
many years ago by a committee of 
our citizene, with a view. of estab- 
lishing a stage and freight road, 
but by some hocus-pocus arrange- 
ment the road was built in another 
direction. The importance of a 
railroad of some kind from here to 
Tuscarora cannot be overestimated. 
In view of tbe fact that the air is 
full of rumors of railroad building 
both north and south of us in the 
near future, it behooves us to be up 
and doing. Active steps should be 
taken at once, as deiays are danger- 
ous.
